and fingular Circumftances. Yea, ‘tis related by 
Johannes Antiochenus, that Evodus, the Minifter 
of the Church at Anriccd, ata Church Meeting as 
greed wich them, io take this Name upon them. 
Ie fhould fegm, that there was a {pecial Directi- 
on, from the Holy Spirit ef Cérif#, unto them, 
for their doing of it. | 

Secondly. Why the Name of CHRISTIANS; 
A Title derived trom no perfon in the Trinity, 
but the Second ;-and from no other Chara@er of 
that Second Perfon, but This 2 

Ot That I fay; ‘Tis only the Second Perfon 
in the Trinity, which tock our Nature upon 
iim.
